For, to be 
left deſtitute and friendleſs, to be deprived of 
all that was dear to them upon Earth, muſt 
be as ſore an Affliction to their tender, ſocial 
Hearts, as a Fall from a more exalted State 
would be to another. Kings dethroned from 
their Royalty; Nobles diveſted of their Dig- 
nity and Wealth, may be eſteemed as ſtricken 
with the keeneſt Arrows of Misfortune; and

yet, the Diſtreſſes of private families, whoſe 
fmall Manſions were more dear to them than 
Kingdoms, may be as poignant as the Miſeries 
incident to exalted Rank, and full as worthy 
of the Tears of a Prophet. Senfibility of 
Soul never was confined to Rank and Power 
only; - the true Satisfactions that frequently 
ariſe from very moderate Circumſtances, the 
innocent Chearfulnefs of Countenance, the 
amiable decency of Conduct, and the general 
Neatneſs of Apparel, often viſible in the moſt 
retired Stations, may convince us that a certain 
Delicacy of Feeling is not always a Stranger to 
Obſeurity; and if ſuch as theſe are interrupted 
in their happy Enjoyments by the cruel Strokes 
of Adverſity; if Poverty ſbould cums upan then: 
bike an armed Man, and leave them deſolate in 
the Streets; if the Tongue of their ſucking Child 
ſhould cheave to the Roof of its Mouth for Thirſt, 
if their Children ſhowd oft Bread, and no Man 
breaketh it unto them, who is there that'can 
to give even a faint Reſemblance of 
their Miſery their Agonies muſt be too ſtrong 
h 4 tended 
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for Humanity to bear; ſharper perhaps than 
Imagination can conceive. 


The general Cup of Affliction which at par- 
ticular Periods of our Exiſtence each Mortal 
muſt partake of, has always ſomething unplea- 
fant in its Reliſh; but there are Mixtures 
frequently prepared for Individuals, which 
have too much of Gall in their Compoſition, 
to be endured without Horror and Aſtoniſh- 
ment. Of theſe alſo there are various Sorts, 
all of them indeed ſeverely bitter, yet the dif- 
ferent Degrees of their Severity may be diſtin- 
guiſhed. Let us briefly enquire into their 
Nature and Variety; and if, in the Courſe of 
our Obſervations, we ſhould have Reaſon to 
mark out one of a more peculiar Bitterneſs 
than the reſt, let us exert our Power to re- 
move it from our Fellow-Creatures ; or, if 
they muſt drink of it, let us try to ſweeten 
the wretched Draught, and render it, if poſ- 
_ leſs gy to their FI 


The 
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The common Uneaſineſſes of Life, thoſe 
gentler Touches of Adverſity, which are in- 
headed merely by Way of Trial of our Princi- 
ples, are not the preſent Subjects of Conſide- 
ation. We muſt deſcend lower into the Vale 
df Miſery, we muſt ſearch into the Depths of 
Wretchedneſs. Solemn Congregations are not 
to be called together to relieve the Trifles of 
Affliction; Heaven muſt not be invoked in 
the Majeſty of ſacred Muſick for every fancied 
Diſturbance of the Mind: If God is to be ad- 
dreſſed in the Sund of the Trumpet, if the 
Strings and Pipe are to be awakened into Me- 
Jody, that our Hearts may glow with a parti- 
cular Warmth of Charity, the Occaſion ſhould 
be important, the Weight of Woe ſhould be 
particularly heavy. And indeed the Diſtreſs 
which at this Time calls for your Obſervation, 
carries in itſelf the Extremity of Woe; and 
though various Inſtances of conſummate Af- 
fliction may have often exerciſed the compaſ- 
Bonate Hearts of this great Aſſembly, yet 


perha ps 
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perhaps they never graced with their Preſency 
a Cauſe more worthy of their Attention. 


When we are ſearching amongſt the Ill 
of Life, with a View to find out where, anc 
on what particular Rank of People, the 
greateſt Weight of Misſortune lies; the Hung 
gry and Thirſty, the Cold and Naked, the 
Sick and Infirm through Age or Accidents} 
the Fatherleſs and the Widow, all jointly ex 
ert themſelves in one common Call upon oui 
Humanity. The Tears which fall upon thei 
Boſoms, ſeem to flow in ſuch equal Streams 
the Diſtreſs of one ſo ſtrongly reſembles it 
Appearance the Anxiety of the other; that, ali 
firſt Sight it may be hard to determine, which

Warmed 
therefore with a due Senſe of Liberty under 
our happy Eſtabliſhment, and not aſhamed of 
the glorious Goſpel of our Saviour, let us ſhew 
the World, that we can go up to Battle, with 
the Hearts of Engliſhmen, and that we can 
aſſiſt the miſerable, with the Love of Chriſ- 
tians. And let a generous Increaſe of our 
Contributions, in this Temple of God, and at
